Heavy smoke poured out 
of a clothing store in Hali¬ 
fax yesterday morning. 

It was 2:22 a.m. when 
neighbours called 9111 re¬ 
porting the Frenchy’s store 
on Robie Street was in 
flames. 

“When they arrived, 
they found heavy smoke 
coming from all around 
the building,” said Dave 
Meldrum with the Halifax 
Regional Fire and Emer¬ 
gency Service. 

“They worked their way 
inside and found fire in the 
ceiling of the first floor 
and in the second floor.” 

The commercial build¬ 


ing at 2713 Robie housed a 
Frenchy’s used clothing 
store and PNL Communica¬ 
tions Group. 

At the height of it, be¬ 
tween 25 and 30 firefight¬ 
ers were battling the blaze. 

“At one point, we did pull 
the crews out so we could 
hit it with some big water 
with our aerial devices, and 
then we got the crews back 
inside. They did a good job 
— they contained the fire 
mainly to the front one- 


third of the building facing 
Robie Street.” 

The fire was under con¬ 
trol by 5 a.m., but firefight¬ 
ers worked for hours after 
to knock it out of the 
walls. 

“Our fire investigators 
have been there since this 
morning and they haven’t 
reported back yet, but 
they’ll be looking for 
cause,” Meldrum said yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

Meanwhile, investigators 


have figured out what start¬ 
ed a previous fire in the 
Head of St. Margaret’s Bay. 

Two people were in a 
house on Viewmount 
Drive when their smoke 
alarm woke them on Dec. 
9. The two occupants were 
taken to the hospital in 
Halifax for minor burns 
and smoke inhalation. 

Two cats were killed and 
another injured. 

Fire officials say the fire 
was caused by ashes which 
were put in a plastic 
garbage can in the house. 
They are warning HRM res¬ 
idents to properly put ash¬ 
es from wood stoves and 
fireplaces into a metal con¬ 
tainer with a tight lid and 
put it outside, away from 
the home.

crime Car theft has 
become a discouraging 
trade. Better cops and 
better cars are responsi¬ 
ble for a 45.7 per cent 
drop in motor vehicle 
thefts in Halifax over the 
last decade, Halifax 
Regional Police Staff Sgt. 
John Langille said yester- 
day. 

Cars are just more diffi¬ 
cult to steal now, Langille 
said. Modern anti-theft 
devices are tricky. Cars 
can be locked up from 
hood to trunk. You can 
lock steering wheels, 
steering columns, tires, 
gas pedals and gearshifts. 
And there are alarms, 
electronic keys and elec¬ 
tronic tracking devices 
should a talented thief 
manage to drive off. 

Older cars are easier to 
steal. Older Chryslers, 
vans and Neons are popu¬ 
lar. They’re easier to get 
into and easier to start, 
Langille said. 

But Halifax deserves 
some credit, too. The 45.7 
per cent drop is 20 per 
cent better than the 
national average. Police 
are more educated, 
Langille said, and “the 
bad guys are learning 
that, getting caught 
more.” 

We’ve “disrupted a few 
of the more active chop 
shops,” said Langille. 

But there’s always 
going to be bad guys 
stealing cars, Langille 
warned. “Just because 
stats are down doesn’t 
mean the public can be 
slack. 

“Lock your doors. Park 
in lit areas.”

News of the deaths of two 
Nova Scotian soldiers in 
Afghanistan spread 
through their home 
communities yesterday. 

Mount Uniacke resident 
April Horsman learned the 
news when the face of her 
childhood friend, Pte. John 
Curwin, popped up on a 
computer screen. 

“You knew as soon as you 
saw it,” she said yesterday. 

Only 25 years old, Cur¬ 


win was killed by a road¬ 
side bomb west of Kanda¬ 
har on Saturday, along 
with Cpl. Thomas Hamil¬ 
ton of Upper Musqudoboit 
and Pte. Justin Jones of 
Baie Verte, N.L. 

Curwin grew up in 
Mount Uniacke and was so 
proud of his home he 
arranged to have the town 
flag mailed to him in 
Afghanistan. He is the first 
soldier from the area to be 
killed in the line of duty 
since the Second World 
War. He is remembered 
now as a father of three 


and husband wife, Laura. 

“He was just a really, re¬ 
ally good guy. He had a 
soft heart, really loving,” 
said Horsman, who went 
to school with Curwin 
since they were in nurs¬ 
ery school at the age of 
three. 

She remembers him as a 


great dad and a hockey 
lover, who was especially 
crazy about the Montreal 
Canadiens. Horsman ran 
into Curwin and his wife 
in September just before 
he left for Afghanistan. 

“He wanted to be going. 
He was proud of what he 
was doing. He wanted to 


serve his country,” she said. 

The two planned to get 
together this Christmas. 
Curwin was due to come 
home mere days after the 
accident that took his life. 

The news spread quickly 
through the small commu¬ 
nity, which has at least five 
other young men serving. 
Flags throughout Mount 
Uniacke were at half-mast 
yesterday. 

“One thing I think it’ll 
do is bring a lot of us back 
together who hadn’t seen 
each other in years and 
years,” said Horsman.

Former couple’s fight

Sentencing in 
murder case 

delayed to ’09 


Plattsburgh, n.y Sentenc¬ 
ing for convicted murder¬ 
er Glen Race has been de¬ 
layed until next year. 

The 27-year- 
old Dart¬ 
mouth man 
was originally 
scheduled to 
return to Clin¬ 
ton County 
Court this 
week, but an 
attorney con¬ 
flict has post¬ 
poned his appearance until 
Jan. 15. 

After a September trial, 
Judge Kevin Ryan found 
Race guilty of fatally shoot¬ 
ing Darcy Manor in May 
2007. 

The 35-year-old father of 
two was working at a pri¬ 
vate Mooers camp when 
he was shot in the back on 
May 10. Race is also ac¬ 


cused of murdering Trevor 
Charles Brewster, 45, and 
Michael Paul Knott, 44, the 
week before. It’s alleged he 
was fleeing 
from those 
crimes when 
he killed 
Manor. 

Race was 
taken into 
custody for 
the murder a 
few days af¬ 
terward, as 
he was about to cross the 
Mexican border. He had 
fled in Manor’s truck and 
was caught with items be¬ 
longing to the local volun¬ 
teer firefighter and the 
two other murder victims. 

Race is still in jail in 
Clinton County, N.Y. His 
family has said they plan 
to appeal the judge’s rul¬ 
ing.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says the Conserva¬ 
tive government will have 
to run a budget deficit to 
bring in billions of dollars 
worth of recovery 
programs for the hard-hit 
economy. 

“We’re talking about 
spending billions of dollars 
that was not planned,” he 
told CTV’s Atlantic affiliate 
in a preview of the Jan. 27 
budget. 

“We want to bring in 
some recovery programs 
that will help us sustain 
economic activity and avoid 
some of the worst prob¬ 
lems, particularly in some 
the sectors that you’re fa¬ 
miliar with,” Harper said. It 
was an apparent reference 
to the struggling manufac¬ 
turing, autos and forestry 
businesses. 

“We’re going to have to 
run a deficit, do some spend¬ 


ing measures we hadn’t 
planned on doing, but I 
think, if we do those things, 
we should be able to come 
out of this (economic down¬ 
turn) pretty strong in due 
course.” 

Earlier, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty met with senior 
Liberals to discuss the possi¬ 
ble contents of the budget.

As for Michaelle Jean, she 
and her monarchic ways are 
taking a hit.

The deception behind indigenous cultural preservation

In current discussions about 
aboriginal policy, it is gener¬ 
ally assumed that land 
claims and self-government 
are the best way to address 
native grievances and 
achieve social justice. 

This policy direction, 
however, was not initiated 
by native people them¬ 
selves; it has resulted from a 
long historical process, 
whereby non-aboriginal 
missionaries, consultants, 
lawyers and anthropolo¬ 
gists have proposed initia¬ 
tives that act to maintain 
aboriginal marginalization. 
This “aboriginal industry” 
thrives on aboriginal misery 
because native isolation 
from the mainstream en¬ 
sures that a large segment 
of the aboriginal population 
will be perpetually in need 
of “help.” 

The processes advocated 
by the aboriginal industiy 
maintain aboriginal isola¬ 
tion because it encourages 
people to look backward to 


a romanticized past rather 
than focusing on the future. 

Aboriginal traditions, in 
fact, are viable only in the 
context of 
hunting and 
gathering or 
horticulture 
— economic 
systems that 
are much 
smaller, less 
productive 
and simpler in 
organization 
than those 
found in mod¬ 
em states. If 
Aboriginal 

Peoples are to enjoy a high 
standard of living and the 
choice of participating in a 
variety of occupations, this 
cannot be facilitated by revi¬ 
talizing customs associated 
with an earlier period of hu¬ 
man history. 

The reactionary character 
of these initiatives has not 
been recognized because 
aboriginal industiy inspired 
research disguises the unde¬ 
veloped nature of aborigi¬ 
nal traditions; accusations 
of racism are then deployed 
to attack anyone who dares

to question the deception 
that is being perpetrated. 
Developing an understand¬ 
ing of the actual results of 
indigenous 
cultural 
preservation 
cannot occur 
because in¬ 
timidation 
and self-cen¬ 
sorship are 
smothering 
debate. 

Acknowl¬ 
edging the de¬ 
velopmental 
difference be¬ 
tween hunt¬ 
ing and gathering and mod¬ 
ern economies is also avoid¬ 
ed because it is contrived as 
being demeaning to native 
people. The recognition 
that pre-contact aboriginal 
cultures lacked technolo¬ 
gies such as iron, the wheel 
and a written language, and 
that this contributed to 
their eventual economic 
and political subordination, 
is seen as justifying the ter¬ 
rible harm that resulted 
from colonization. But iden¬ 
tifying the factors that have 
enabled one group to op¬ 


press another does not justi¬ 
fy the result. Instead, devel¬ 
oping a more comprehen¬ 
sive understanding of his¬ 
torical circumstances is nec- 
essaiy to effectively address 
aboriginal deprivation. 

In fact, the lack of can¬ 
dour in discussions about 
aboriginal dependency pre¬ 
cludes the development of a 
strategy to address it. 

Instead of investigating 
how government programs 
can be designed to encour¬ 
age Aboriginal Peoples’ par¬ 
ticipation in the wider soci¬ 
ety, it is now maintained 
that they should cultivate 
their own “justice,” “sci¬ 
ence,” and “medicine” in 
isolation from modern re¬ 
quirements. 

This bolsters the diver¬ 
sion of funds to the aborigi¬ 
nal industry and oppor¬ 
tunistic native leaders, 
while the majority of the 
aboriginal population re¬ 
mains mired in poverty and 
despair.

Automakers' fate decided as early as tomorrow 


The Bush administration 
could act as early as 
tomorrow to approve an 
automaker bailout from 
its bank rescue fund, with 
conditions likely to reflect 
at least those approved by 
the House last week, key 
lawmakers and other 
sources said yesterday. 

A Treasuiy Department 
official said the agency and 
auto company executives 
continued to review finan¬ 
cial and other information, 
and that no decision had 
been made. The White 
House is actively involved 
in the matter, officials said. 


Treasuiy Secretaiy Henry 
Paulson said, however, the 
government would have to 
be satisfied the industry 
could survive and compete 
in order to receive help. 

House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, a California Democ¬ 
rat, says the administration 
will likely use part of the 
$700-billion US fund estab¬ 
lished in October to stabi¬ 
lize the financial services 
sector, rather than pushing 
the companies into bank¬ 
ruptcy, as some lawmakers 
have urged. 

“That would be my expec¬ 
tation and I think all the sig¬ 


nals coming from the 
White House are that they 
know that bankruptcy is 
not an option and that (sta¬ 
bilization) funds are the on¬ 
ly recourse that they have,” 
Pelosi said at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

General Motors Corp. and 
Chrysler LLC have said they 
need immediate injections 
of cash to avoid near-term 
collapse. 

Ford Motor Co. is seeking 
a government line of credit 
to be used if its financial 
conditions deteriorate more 
than expected in 2009.

Correction in condo 
market inevitable 


Prominent Toronto hous¬ 
ing economist Will Dun¬ 
ning is warning of a “sub¬ 
stantial correction” in the 
city’s overheated condo¬ 
minium market. 

The warning comes on 
the heels of figures yester¬ 
day that show Canadian 
existing home sales con¬ 
tinue to slide dramatically 
in the fourth quarter of 
the year, posting steep de¬ 
clines with the lowest level 
of monthly activity in al¬ 
most eight years. 

By the end of Septem¬ 
ber, the economist esti¬ 


mates there were a loom¬ 
ing 33,919 condos under 
construction in the Toron¬ 
to census metropolitan 
area. 

“This very large pending 
inventory is setting the 
stage for a substantial cor¬ 
rection,” he said in a sober¬ 
ing report looking at the 
rental and condo market. 

Finicky condo investors 
are already beginning to 
sell in central Toronto, up 
by 75 per cent in Novem¬ 
ber compared to a year 
earlier, he says.

Avery fiasco is totally out of whack 


-his is how a neo¬ 
phyte could sum up 
the Sean Aveiy situ¬ 
ation: 

In the NHL, saying some¬ 
thing stupid to a media 
scrum will get you suspend¬ 
ed six games and lead your 
team to essentially release 
you. But if you hit somebody 
headfirst into the boards 
from behind (as Tom 
Kostopoulos did to Mike Van 
Ryn, giving Van Ryn a con¬ 
cussion) you get exactly half 
that suspension and not cut 

Obviously, it’s a little deep¬ 
er than that. It’s clear Aveiy’s 
teammates didn’t want him 
back, and that was ultimate¬ 
ly the reason for his dis¬ 
missal. 

That’s fine. 

But on another level, the 
summary is still 100 per cent 
correct. The hypocrisy of the 
NHL is one of the many rea¬ 
sons the sport has at times 
trailed poker and women’s 
college softball in U.S. TV rat¬ 
ings. I’m not calling out 
Kostopoulos, either — his hit 
wasn’t deliberate, but it was 
arguably careless and did 
cause a serious injury. 

Meanwhile, nothing Aveiy 
has done — seeing as his per¬ 
sona non grata status is also 
the result of his laundiy list 
of antics — ever threatened 
brain damage on another 
human being. 

Let me be clear that I’m 


not defending what Aveiy 
said. At best, it was juvenile, 
at worst, misogynistic. But 
give him credit for one thing: 
He brought an original per¬ 
sonality to a sport with few 
original personalities. Aside 
from a handful of people — 
Alex Ovechkin, Jeremy 
Roeniclc, Brian Burke and 
John Tortorella come to 
mind — you don’t see a ton 
of funny sound bytes coming 
out of the NHL.

When Aveiy called out the 
league for not having stars 
marketable in the U.S. last 
summer, of course he was 
smug and condescending. 
But he had a point. 

It’s no secret that the cul¬ 
ture of hockey is vastly differ¬ 
ent from that of any other 
sport. 

That culture led Brendan 
Shanahan to once say there 
could never be a Dennis Rod- 
man in the NHL. 

The Worm was probably 
an extreme example, but he 
was absolutely right. 

And that’s part of the rea¬ 
son why the NHL will contin¬ 


ue to toil in the U.S. market¬ 
place during a recession with 
a national TV deal that does¬ 
n’t even guarantee it money. 

To suspend a player and 
then have the team get rid of 
him — for saying something 
that in any other sport would 
likely result in a fine and 
nothing else — may look 
wonderfully moralistic, but 
for an entertainment busi¬ 
ness to play the high horse in 
a society where prime-time 
TV features eveiything from 
homy teenagers on the up¬ 
per east side of Manhattan to 
women opening the bidding 
on their sexual orientation 
doesn’t wash. 

Especially when you are 
running the only team 
sports league on the planet 
where fist-fighting is an en¬ 
couraged part of the game. 

When Ron Artest went in¬ 
to the stands in Detroit four 
years ago and ignited the 
brilliantly christened Malice 
at the Palace, it was widely 
viewed as the darkest mo¬ 
ment in NBA histoiy. 

Yet ’70s-era video of Mike 
Milbuiy going into the 
stands and beating a fan 
with his own shoe is today 
considered hysterical. 

The differences in reaction 
raise some sociological issues 
I don’t have 60 pages to get 
into, but one aspect of it is 
clear. 

The NHL doesn’t have its 
priorities straight.

Team Canada’s roster is 
set for a run at a fifth 
straight gold medal at 
the world junior hockey 
championship.

Before Phil Kessel could 
earn a passing grade in 
the National Hockey 
League, he had to learn 
not to cheat. 

The 21-year-old, suddenly 
one of the league’s hottest 
scorers, attributes his suc¬ 
cess to improved two-way 
play under Boston head 
coach Claude Julien — in 
particular, not vacating the 
defensive zone early to cher- 
iy-piclc scoring chances. It’s 
that type of “cheating” that 
had Kessel in the press box 
as a healthy scratch in the 
playoffs last spring. 

“He (Julien) instilled that 
you have to play good two- 
way hockey to get offensive 
chances,” he said. 

“Our whole team is play¬ 
ing good two-way hockey. 
It’s creating good chances in 
the offensive end, starting 
in the defensive end.” 

The Bruins, who have 
been a .500-or-less team for 
the past five seasons, are 
one of the first-half surpris¬ 


es in the NHL, atop the East¬ 
ern Conference with a 21-5- 
4 record. Kessel has already 
tied his career high of 19 
goals in just 30 games. He is 
riding an NHL-best 15-game 
points streak and is the 
NHL’s first star of the week. 
These days, Julien wouldn’t 
even think of scratching the 
third-year winger. 

Kessel credits his success 
to linemates Marc Savard 
and Milan Lucic. Savard pro¬ 
vides uncanny playmaking 
savvy; Lucic brings the 
brawn; and Kessel the 
sniper’s touch. Together, 
they have 36 goals and 85 
points in 30 games. 


“We have a great bunch of 
guys,” Kessel said. “We’re 
winning, and when we 
show up to the rink, we’re 
having fun.” 

Kessel, drafted fifth over¬ 
all in 2006, has been 
through a lot in his young 
career. He was diagnosed 
with testicular cancer 
halfway through his NHL 
rookie campaign, but was 
pronounced cancer-free a 
week later after surgeiy. 

He won the Bill Masterton 
Trophy for his dedication to 
hockey and has no lingering 
issues, only requiring a 
checkup eveiy couple of 
months.

Madonna settles divorce 


Madonna has paid her ex- 
husband British director 
Guy Ritchie up to 60 million 
pounds ($92 million US) to 
settle their divorce after 
eight years of marriage, 
her spokeswoman said yes¬ 
terday. 

Liz Rosenberg said the 
singer, 50, had given 
Ritchie, 40, between 50 
and 60 million pounds ($76 
million and $92 million) as 
part of their divorce, 
which was granted by a 
British court on Nov. 21. 

She said that sum in¬ 
cludes the couple’s English 
country estate, Ashcombe, 
which is valued at about 20 
million pounds ($30 mil¬ 
lion). The couple’s com¬ 
bined wealth has been esti¬ 
mated at about $525 mil¬ 
lion, but Madonna ac¬ 
counts for most of it. 

Rosenberg said custody 
arrangements for the cou¬ 
ple’s children have not 
been finalized. Madonna

singer also has a daughter 
Lourdes, born in 1996, 
from her relationship with 
fitness trainer Carlos Leon. 

Madonna, one of the 
most successful singers of 
all time with estimated al¬ 
bum sales of more than 
200 million, was married 
once before, to actor Sean 
Penn, in the 1980s.

The Human touch

Brandy’s new album 
Human tackles the subject 
of celebrity head on. 

Speaking the day before 
the album’s release, Brandy 
(full name Brandy Norwood) 
said the project reflects a 
desire to be more up-front 
and personal — a tough 
choice in today’s pop culture. 

“It seems like eveiything’s 
perfect (with celebrities), but 
it’s not, (and) emotionally 
we’re all the same,” said the 
singer, who released her first 
album as a teenager. “I’ve 
been able to achieve all my 
dreams, and I love having 
achieved so much at a young 
age. But I realize there’s 
quite a lot going on in the 
public eye ... people can 
make judgments.” 


This statement is particu¬ 
larly true given the degree to 
which celebrities’ private 
lives are captured and broad¬ 
cast. Along with the usual 
suspects, Brandy too felt the 
sting of public perception 
after she revealed she wasn’t 
actually married to the 
father of her daughter Sy’rai, 
Robert Smith. She felt like 
the story would come out 
eventually, and so decided to 
approach it head-on, on the 
cusp of an album release. 

“(Back then) I was feeling 
like I had to be dishonest 
about the situation,” said 
Brandy. “Being a role model, 
people look up to you, and 
you don’t want to disappoint 
them ... (and you’re) under 
so much pressure. 

“I wanted to tell the truth 
and say that honestly won’t 
happen again.”

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Bean and Mushroom 
Burgers 

INGREDIENTS: 

115-oz (400-g) can red kidney 
beans 

2 medium red onions, about 8 
oz (200g)in total 
4 tbsp (60 mL) olive oil 
2 tbsp (25 mL) red wine vinegar 
2 tbsp (25 mL) raw sugar 
8 oz (200 g) button mushrooms 
1 clove garlic 

1 tbsp (15 mL) garam masala 

2 tbsp (25 mL) whole-wheat 
flour 

1 small bunch of fresh mint 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1 . Rinse beans well and spread 
out on a dish towel to drain. Peel 
onions. 

2 . For red onion relish, heat 1 tb¬ 
sp (15 mL) of olive oil in 
saucepan. Slice one onion thinly 
and add to pan with vinegar and 
sugar. Bring to boil, stirring, then 
reduce heat and simmer, uncov¬ 
ered, for 15-20 minutes, until 
onion is softened and slightly 
sticky, stirring from time to time. 
Remove pan from heat and keep 
warm. 

3 . Quarter other onion and put 
into a food processor. Clean 
mushrooms, add to the onion, 
and process until finely chopped. 
Alternatively, chop them both 
finely by hand. 


4 . Heat 1 tbsp (15 mL) of olive oil 
in fiying pan, add onion-and- 
mushroom mixture, and cook 
over medium-high heat, stirring 
occasionally for 5-8 minutes, un¬ 
til golden and dry. 

5 . Peel garlic and crush into 
mushroom mixture. Stir in 
garam masala and flour, and 
cook for 1 minute. Chop enough 
mint to make 2 tbsp (25 mL). Re 
move pan from heat, add mint, 
and season with salt and pepper. 

6 . Put kidney beans on a deep 
plate and mash firmly with pota¬ 
to masher, then stir in cooled 
mushroom mixture. 

7 . Divide mixture into four and, 
with lightly floured hands, shape 
each serving into a burger. 

8 . Heat remaining 2 tbsp (25 mL) 
oil in a large hying pan, add 
bean burgers, and cook over 
medium-high heat for 6-8 min¬ 
utes, turning once, until well 
browned. Warm pita breads. 

9 . Arrange burgers on a warm 

dish or individual plates and 
spoon onion relish over tops. 
Serve with warm pitas and a 
green salad. SERVES 4
